General Crowder Hopes to be 


Able to Set Sept. 5 as 


Registration Day

WASHINGTON—The new admin- 


istration man power bill extending 
the selective service p.ct to all men 
between the ages of 18 and -45 in- 
clusive and authorizing the presi- 
dent to call such persons into mili- 
tary service, was introduced today 
m both houses of congress. 


The measure, prepared by Secre- 


tary Baker with the approval of the 
president and Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral Crowder, was referred to the 
military committee. Congressional 
loaders plan to have.the . measure 
considered soon after . the summer 
recess period. 


In presenting the bill to the sen- 


ate, chairman ChamDerlain, of the 
senate 
military 
committee , ex- 


plained its purposes and gave assur- 
ance that everything would be done 
to expediate 
its passage. 
While 


senate" leaders admit 'there may be 
some opposition, they hope that it 
will be finally passed by September 
1. 


Provost Marshal 
General Crow- 


der, in a statement submitted by 
Senator 
Chamberlain, suggested 


September 5 as the date for a na- 
tional registration day of men with- 
in the proposed new ages. 


Weekly registration of youths at- 


taining the age of 21 during the 
next few weeks was postponed by 
General Crowder as the only means 
of obtaining the 200,000 men to be 
called to the colors in September. 
This could be done by presidential 
proclamation and will add 
about 


80,000 to the number of men avail- 
able. 


After carrying out the program 


for July and August, General Crow- 
der pointed out that only 100,000 
of the 1918 registrants would be left 
on September 1 for subsequent calls. 


"The second and more 
difficult 


question," General Crowder's state- 
ment added, "is how we can "upply 
on time the one hundred and fifty 
thousand men required for each of 
:he succeeding months of October, 
November 
and 
December. 
The

Between the ages of 32 and 45, 


General Crowder estimated there are 
10 028 978 males, but taking 
into 


consideration those married or who 
would be subject to deferred classi- 
fication because of physical condi- 
tions or other reasons he estimates 
the "net effectives" at 601,236. Be- 
tween 18 and 20 he estimates the 
number of males 3,717,671, of which 
the "net effectives" would total 
1,797,609. 
Senator Curtis, of Kansas, and 


Senator Jones, of Washington, an- 
nounced themselves in favor of sum- 
moning a quorum of the senate so 
the bill can be taken up immediate- 
ly after it ha* been acted on by the 
committee. The suggestion was ap- 
proved by Senator Chamoerlain. 


Senator 
Chamberlain also pre: 


sented a communication from the 
secretary of war showing the num- 
ber of men affected by the bill Ac- 
cording to these figures 2,898,000 
men between tho .ages of 18 nnd 20, 
inclusive, and 32 nnd 45, inclusive, 
would be subject to military service. 
Of this number, 601,000 would be 
men between 32 and -lo. 


Chairman Dent, of the house com- 


mittee, also plans to expedite the 
bill.
